COMPLAINT 



1 . Jurisdiction is vested in this Court pursuant to the Federal Tort Claims Act. 
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2. On November 16, 2005, plaintiffs, Kristie Kai Evans and Aisha Jackson 
Hackley filed notification of their claims against the United States of America pursuant 
to the Federal Tort Claims Act. To date, the General Counsel of the United States has 
not taken final action on their claims. 

3. Given that six months have passed since plaintiffs filed the above 
referenced notification, plaintiffs have taken all necessary action to exhaust their 
administrative remedies and have in fact exhausted their administrative remedies. 

4. This claim arises out of a vehicular collision which occurred on or about 
November 17, 2003 at the intersection of Washington Avenue at D Street in the District 
of Columbia. 

5. At this time and location, plaintiff Kristie Evans was operating Metropolitan 
Police Scout Car 1032 in which plaintiff Aisha Jackson Hackley was a passenger. She 
had been traveling northbound on Washington Avenue, S.W. and had stopped at the 
red light at D Street and indicated that she wanted to turn left. 

6. At this time and location, Kevin Austin, a Capitol police officer, acting 
within the scope of his employment with the United States Capitol Police, was directing 
traffic. He gave plaintiff Kristie Evans a hand signal indicating that she should proceed 
through the intersection. 

7. When Kristie Evans obeyed Kevin Austin's hand signal and proceeded 
into the intersection, her vehicle collided with a vehicle traveling southbound on 
Washington Avenue, S.W. 
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8. The collision would not have occurred but for the fact that Kevin Austin 
negligently failed to make sure all southbound vehicles were stopped or had cleared the 
intersection before telling Kristie Evans to proceed into the intersection. 

9. As a direct and proximate result of the aforesaid negligence, plaintiff 
Kristie Evans sustained injury to all parts of her body, some of which are believed to be 
permanent, especially to her neck, right hand and leg, suffered and shall suffer great 
pain of body and mind, incurred and shall incur medical and out-of-pocket expenses, 
lost and shall lose time and wages from her employment, and, as a result, has been 
damaged in the amount of $300,0000.00. 

10. As a direct and proximate result of the aforesaid negligence, plaintiff 
Aisha Jackson Hackley sustained injury to all parts of her body, some of which are 
believed to be permanent, especially to her neck, right shoulder, ankle and thigh, 
suffered and shall suffer great pain of body and mind, incurred and shall incur medical 
and out-of-pocket expenses, lost and shall lose time and wages from her employment, 
and, as a result, has been damaged in the amount of $300,0000.00. 

WHEREFORE, the premises considered, plaintiff Kristie Evans demands 
judgment against defendant, United States of America, in the amount of $300,000.00 
plus costs and interest. 

WHEREFORE, the premises considered, plaintiff Aisha Jackson Hackley 
demands judgment against defendant, United States of America, in the amount of 
$300,000.00 plus costs and interest.

The JS-44 civil cover sheet and the information contained herein neither replaces nor supplements the filings and service of pleadings or other papers as required by 
law, except as provided by local rules of court.

III. CITIZENSHIP OF PRINCIPAL PARTIES: This section is completed only, if diversity of citizenship was selected as the Basis of Jurisdiction under Section 
II. 

IV. CASE ASSIGNMENT AND NATURE OF SUIT: The assignment of a judge to your case will depend on the category you select that best represents the 
primary cause of action found in your complaint. You may select only one category. You must also select one corresponding nature of suit found under 
the category of case. 

VI. CAUSE OF ACTION: Cite the US Civil Statute under which you are filing and write a brief statement of the primary cause. 

VIII. RELATED CASES, IF ANY: If you indicated that there is a related case, you must complete a related case form, which may be obtained from the Clerk's 
Office.
